The army air forces have

production a new type fighter plane 
that can be carried in the bomb 
bay of a B-36 heavy bomber and 
launched in mid-air to fight 
off 
enemy attack, it was learned 
to- 
day. 


This new type "parasite fighter 
is now under construction at the 
McDonell Aircraft ' Manufacturing 
plant in St. Louis, Mo. It is desig- 
nated the XP85. 
The small fighter plane has a jet 
engine and is expected to have a 
speed approaching that of the P-84 
that recently set a.world speed rec- 
ord for the AAF at Myroc, Cal. 


The AAF would not comment on 
the characteristics of the 
plane 
either as to its size, performance, 
range or speed. But AAF officers 
said it would be launched in mid- 
air and that it. would return to the 
mother plane. 


The B-36 bomber a six engine 
plane constructed tav Consolidated- 
Valtce has undergone its 
initial 


flight and is now preparing to be 
given ground tests at the Wright 
Field, army air force testing cen-

The B-36 is the bomber which 
the AAF said could carry the atom- 
ic bomb to any inhabited region in 
le world and -return home with- 
ut refueling.

Avoiding exposure to poison ivy^ 


oak, or sumac is the only sure way 
of preventing infection from them. 
Building resistance to the poison 
through injections of the extract 
helps in prevention, but doesn't do 
much good after contact has oc- 
curred. 


Inflammation of the skin follows 
exposure to poison ivy, oak or su- 
mac in susceptible persons—redness 
itching, swelling pimples, blisters. 
. First contact with Ihese plants 
may not result in any skin reac- 
tion. Reaction may be delayed for 
weeks. Though successive expos- 
ures, time limit is decreased and 
more severe ractions dvelop. Av- 
erage incubation period is from 16 
to 48 whours, although one to two 
weeks may elapse in resistant in- 
dividuals. 


It is usually necessary to come 


in direct contact with the plants— 
so the infection is called plant cler- 
matis—although indirect 
spread 
may occur from contaminated clo- 
thing. Clothing worn during expo- 
sure to sumac should be washed or 
dry cleaned before being worn a- 
gain. Handling such exposed cloth- 
ing a year atterword can cause n 
reaclion in susceptible persons if 
the.garments have not boen clean- 
ed. 


; Dogs and cats may spread the 
poisonous substance 
ifrom thssc 


plants—by getting it on their fur. 
Fur pieces and fur coats are also 
possible spreaders. 


Smoke from burning plants may 
cause dermatitis when ,c comes ,.i 
contact with susceptible persons 
at a distance. Tho oiu iciea mat uie 
poison could be spread through the 
air is more logically explained by 
skin contact with smoke containing 
oily droplets of the poison. 


You Ca":Get it Any Time 
'"Ivy poisoning can be contract- 
ed at any time oi the year. It is 
a common disease of telephone line- 
men and others vyho work near the 
plants, even in winter time, for dry 
leaves, dead twigs, and roots con- 
tain the irritant. Collectors of fall 
leaves also may develop ivy poi- 
soning because Ihe leaves are n- 
mong the first lo turn a beautiful 
red and are picked by amaieiu-s 
on this account. 


Poison ivy has glossy foliage ar- 


ranged in tnc form of three leaflets 
on a stem. It likes to climb trees 
and poles. 


Poison oak resembles the 
ivy 


plant, but its leaves resemble oak 
leaves. It grows in open places, in 
tangled patches. 


Poison sumac grows in deep 


swamps, has smooth leaves, white 
berries. 


QUESTION: What can I do to 
help my 3-year-old daughter over- 
come cur sickness? 


ANSWER: Car sickness, airsick- 
ness, and sea sickness are 
best 
prevented by taking sedatives be- 
fore and during the trip.

Avoiding exposure to poison ivy^ 


oak, or sumac is the only sure way 
of preventing infection from them. 
Building resistance to the poison 
through injections of the extract 
helps in prevention, but doesn't do 
much good after contact has oc- 
curred. 


Inflammation of the skin follows 
exposure to poison ivy, oak or su- 
mac in susceptible persons—redness 
itching, swelling pimples, blisters. 
. First contact with Ihese plants 
may not result in any skin reac- 
tion. Reaction may be delayed for 
weeks. Though successive expos- 
ures, time limit is decreased and 
more severe ractions dvelop. Av- 
erage incubation period is from 16 
to 48 whours, although one to two 
weeks may elapse in resistant in- 
dividuals. 


It is usually necessary to come 


in direct contact with the plants— 
so the infection is called plant cler- 
matis—although indirect 
spread 
may occur from contaminated clo- 
thing. Clothing worn during expo- 
sure to sumac should be washed or 
dry cleaned before being worn a- 
gain. Handling such exposed cloth- 
ing a year atterword can cause n 
reaclion in susceptible persons if 
the.garments have not boen clean- 
ed. 


; Dogs and cats may spread the 
poisonous substance 
ifrom thssc 


plants—by getting it on their fur. 
Fur pieces and fur coats are also 
possible spreaders. 


Smoke from burning plants may 
cause dermatitis when ,c comes ,.i 
contact with susceptible persons 
at a distance. Tho oiu iciea mat uie 
poison could be spread through the 
air is more logically explained by 
skin contact with smoke containing 
oily droplets of the poison. 


You Ca":Get it Any Time 
'"Ivy poisoning can be contract- 
ed at any time oi the year. It is 
a common disease of telephone line- 
men and others vyho work near the 
plants, even in winter time, for dry 
leaves, dead twigs, and roots con- 
tain the irritant. Collectors of fall 
leaves also may develop ivy poi- 
soning because Ihe leaves are n- 
mong the first lo turn a beautiful 
red and are picked by amaieiu-s 
on this account. 


Poison ivy has glossy foliage ar- 


ranged in tnc form of three leaflets 
on a stem. It likes to climb trees 
and poles. 


Poison oak resembles the 
ivy 


plant, but its leaves resemble oak 
leaves. It grows in open places, in 
tangled patches. 


Poison sumac grows in deep 


swamps, has smooth leaves, white 
berries. 


QUESTION: What can I do to 
help my 3-year-old daughter over- 
come cur sickness? 


ANSWER: Car sickness, airsick- 
ness, and sea sickness are 
best 
prevented by taking sedatives be- 
fore and during the trip.

—A postcard photograph of a smil- 
ing man labelled "Sugar Daddy 
spurred the police investigation to- 
day of the past of a pretty divorcee

They also sought a dark, round- 
faced man-with whom she appar- 
ently danced the last dance. 


The postcard was one of the few 
clues police had to the murder of 
Mrs. Marion Newton, 36, Vancou- 
ver B. C. Her body was found yes- 
terday in a clump of bushes in a 
city park overlooking the Pacific 
ocean. 


The mark of a wire or cord noose 
was around her neck. Her under- 
clothing was ripped her skirt in

Avoiding exposure to poison ivy^ 


oak, or sumac is the only sure way 
of preventing infection from them. 
Building resistance to the poison 
through injections of the extract 
helps in prevention, but doesn't do 
much good after contact has oc- 
curred. 


Inflammation of the skin follows 
exposure to poison ivy, oak or su- 
mac in susceptible persons—redness 
itching, swelling pimples, blisters. 
. First contact with Ihese plants 
may not result in any skin reac- 
tion. Reaction may be delayed for 
weeks. Though successive expos- 
ures, time limit is decreased and 
more severe ractions dvelop. Av- 
erage incubation period is from 16 
to 48 whours, although one to two 
weeks may elapse in resistant in- 
dividuals. 


It is usually necessary to come 


in direct contact with the plants— 
so the infection is called plant cler- 
matis—although indirect 
spread 
may occur from contaminated clo- 
thing. Clothing worn during expo- 
sure to sumac should be washed or 
dry cleaned before being worn a- 
gain. Handling such exposed cloth- 
ing a year atterword can cause n 
reaclion in susceptible persons if 
the.garments have not boen clean- 
ed. 


; Dogs and cats may spread the 
poisonous substance 
ifrom thssc 


plants—by getting it on their fur. 
Fur pieces and fur coats are also 
possible spreaders. 


Smoke from burning plants may 
cause dermatitis when ,c comes ,.i 
contact with susceptible persons 
at a distance. Tho oiu iciea mat uie 
poison could be spread through the 
air is more logically explained by 
skin contact with smoke containing 
oily droplets of the poison. 


You Ca":Get it Any Time 
'"Ivy poisoning can be contract- 
ed at any time oi the year. It is 
a common disease of telephone line- 
men and others vyho work near the 
plants, even in winter time, for dry 
leaves, dead twigs, and roots con- 
tain the irritant. Collectors of fall 
leaves also may develop ivy poi- 
soning because Ihe leaves are n- 
mong the first lo turn a beautiful 
red and are picked by amaieiu-s 
on this account. 


Poison ivy has glossy foliage ar- 


ranged in tnc form of three leaflets 
on a stem. It likes to climb trees 
and poles. 


Poison oak resembles the 
ivy 


plant, but its leaves resemble oak 
leaves. It grows in open places, in 
tangled patches. 


Poison sumac grows in deep 


swamps, has smooth leaves, white 
berries. 


QUESTION: What can I do to 
help my 3-year-old daughter over- 
come cur sickness? 


ANSWER: Car sickness, airsick- 
ness, and sea sickness are 
best 
prevented by taking sedatives be- 
fore and during the trip.

Clue to West 
Coast Murder

—A postcard photograph of a smil- 
ing man labelled "Sugar Daddy 
spurred the police investigation to- 
day of the past of a pretty divorcee 
who was ravished and 
strangled 


when she went out stag 
lor 
an 
evening of dancing. 


They also sought a dark, round- 
faced man-with whom she appar- 
ently danced the last dance. 


The postcard was one of the few 
clues police had to the murder of 
Mrs. Marion Newton, 36, Vancou- 
ver B. C. Her body was found yes- 
terday in a clump of bushes in a 
city park overlooking the Pacific 
ocean. 


The mark of a wire or cord noose 
was around her neck. Her under- 
clothing was ripped her skirt in 
disarray and her 
body sprawled 
grotesquely. Her neck was gashed 
and her hip bruished. She appar- 
ently had been raped. 
Except for descintions of the two 
men and an unidentified mystery 
witncess, yet to be found for ques- 
tioning, police said they were "up 
against a blockade.

Avoiding exposure to poison ivy^ 


oak, or sumac is the only sure way 
of preventing infection from them. 
Building resistance to the poison 
through injections of the extract 
helps in prevention, but doesn't do 
much good after contact has oc- 
curred. 


Inflammation of the skin follows 
exposure to poison ivy, oak or su- 
mac in susceptible persons—redness 
itching, swelling pimples, blisters. 
. First contact with Ihese plants 
may not result in any skin reac- 
tion. Reaction may be delayed for 
weeks. Though successive expos- 
ures, time limit is decreased and 
more severe ractions dvelop. Av- 
erage incubation period is from 16 
to 48 whours, although one to two 
weeks may elapse in resistant in- 
dividuals. 


It is usually necessary to come 


in direct contact with the plants— 
so the infection is called plant cler- 
matis—although indirect 
spread 
may occur from contaminated clo- 
thing. Clothing worn during expo- 
sure to sumac should be washed or 
dry cleaned before being worn a- 
gain. Handling such exposed cloth- 
ing a year atterword can cause n 
reaclion in susceptible persons if 
the.garments have not boen clean- 
ed. 


; Dogs and cats may spread the 
poisonous substance 
ifrom thssc 


plants—by getting it on their fur. 
Fur pieces and fur coats are also 
possible spreaders. 


Smoke from burning plants may 
cause dermatitis when ,c comes ,.i 
contact with susceptible persons 
at a distance. Tho oiu iciea mat uie 
poison could be spread through the 
air is more logically explained by 
skin contact with smoke containing 
oily droplets of the poison. 


You Ca":Get it Any Time 
'"Ivy poisoning can be contract- 
ed at any time oi the year. It is 
a common disease of telephone line- 
men and others vyho work near the 
plants, even in winter time, for dry 
leaves, dead twigs, and roots con- 
tain the irritant. Collectors of fall 
leaves also may develop ivy poi- 
soning because Ihe leaves are n- 
mong the first lo turn a beautiful 
red and are picked by amaieiu-s 
on this account. 


Poison ivy has glossy foliage ar- 


ranged in tnc form of three leaflets 
on a stem. It likes to climb trees 
and poles. 


Poison oak resembles the 
ivy 


plant, but its leaves resemble oak 
leaves. It grows in open places, in 
tangled patches. 


Poison sumac grows in deep 


swamps, has smooth leaves, white 
berries.

ANSWER: Car sickness, airsick- 
ness, and sea sickness are 
best 
prevented by taking sedatives be- 
fore and during the trip.

Clue to West 
Coast Murder

—A postcard photograph of a smil- 
ing man labelled "Sugar Daddy 
spurred the police investigation to- 
day of the past of a pretty divorcee 
who was ravished and 
strangled 


when she went out stag

evening of dancing. 


They also sought a dark, round- 
faced man-with whom she appar- 
ently danced the last dance. 


The postcard was one of the few 
clues police had to the murder of 
Mrs. Marion Newton, 36, Vancou- 
ver B. C. Her body was found yes- 
terday in a clump of bushes in a 
city park overlooking the Pacific 
ocean. 


The mark of a wire or cord noose 
was around her neck. Her under- 
clothing was ripped her skirt in 
disarray and her 
body sprawled 
grotesquely. Her neck was gashed 
and her hip bruished. She appar- 
ently had been raped. 
Except for descintions of the two 
men and an unidentified mystery 
witncess, yet to be found for ques- 
tioning, police said they were "up 
against a blockade.

Avoiding exposure to poison ivy^ 


oak, or sumac is the only sure way 
of preventing infection from them. 
Building resistance to the poison 
through injections of the extract 
helps in prevention, but doesn't do 
much good after contact has oc- 
curred. 


Inflammation of the skin follows 
exposure to poison ivy, oak or su- 
mac in susceptible persons—redness 
itching, swelling pimples, blisters. 
. First contact with Ihese plants 
may not result in any skin reac- 
tion. Reaction may be delayed for 
weeks. Though successive expos- 
ures, time limit is decreased and 
more severe ractions dvelop. Av- 
erage incubation period is from 16 
to 48 whours, although one to two 
weeks may elapse in resistant in- 
dividuals. 


It is usually necessary to come 


in direct contact with the plants— 
so the infection is called plant cler- 
matis—although indirect 
spread 
may occur from contaminated clo- 
thing. Clothing worn during expo- 
sure to sumac should be washed or 
dry cleaned before being worn a- 
gain. Handling such exposed cloth- 
ing a year atterword can cause n 
reaclion in susceptible persons if 
the.garments have not boen clean- 
ed. 


; Dogs and cats may spread the 
poisonous substance 
ifrom thssc 


plants—by getting it on their fur. 
Fur pieces and fur coats are also 
possible spreaders. 


Smoke from burning plants may 
cause dermatitis when ,c comes ,.i 
contact with susceptible persons 
at a distance. Tho oiu iciea mat uie 
poison could be spread through the 
air is more logically explained by 
skin contact with smoke containing 
oily droplets of the poison. 


You Ca":Get it Any Time 
'"Ivy poisoning can be contract- 
ed at any time oi the year. It is 
a common disease of telephone line- 
men and others vyho work near the 
plants, even in winter time, for dry 
leaves, dead twigs, and roots con- 
tain the irritant.

Poison ivy has glossy foliage ar- 


ranged in tnc form of three leaflets 
on a stem. It likes to climb trees 
and poles. 


Poison oak resembles the 
ivy 


plant, but its leaves resemble oak 
leaves. It grows in open places, in 
tangled patches. 


Poison sumac grows in deep 


swamps, has smooth leaves, white 
berries.

Photograph 
Clue to West 
Coast Murder

—A postcard photograph of a smil- 
ing man labelled "Sugar Daddy 
spurred the police investigation to- 
day of the past of a pretty divorcee 
who was ravished and 
strangled

evening of dancing. 


They also sought a dark, round- 
faced man-with whom she appar- 
ently danced the last dance. 


The postcard was one of the few 
clues police had to the murder of 
Mrs. Marion Newton, 36, Vancou- 
ver B. C. Her body was found yes- 
terday in a clump of bushes in a 
city park overlooking the Pacific 
ocean. 


The mark of a wire or cord noose 
was around her neck. Her under- 
clothing was ripped her skirt in 
disarray and her 
body sprawled 
grotesquely. Her neck was gashed 
and her hip bruished. She appar- 
ently had been raped. 
Except for descintions of the two 
men and an unidentified mystery 
witncess, yet to be found for ques- 
tioning, police said they were "up 
against a blockade.

Avoiding exposure to poison ivy^ 


oak, or sumac is the only sure way 
of preventing infection from them. 
Building resistance to the poison 
through injections of the extract 
helps in prevention, but doesn't do 
much good after contact has oc- 
curred. 


Inflammation of the skin follows 
exposure to poison ivy, oak or su- 
mac in susceptible persons—redness 
itching, swelling pimples, blisters. 
. First contact with Ihese plants 
may not result in any skin reac- 
tion. Reaction may be delayed for 
weeks. Though successive expos- 
ures, time limit is decreased and 
more severe ractions dvelop. Av- 
erage incubation period is from 16 
to 48 whours, although one to two 
weeks may elapse in resistant in- 
dividuals. 


It is usually necessary to come 


in direct contact with the plants— 
so the infection is called plant cler- 
matis—although indirect 
spread 
may occur from contaminated clo- 
thing. Clothing worn during expo- 
sure to sumac should be washed or 
dry cleaned before being worn a- 
gain. Handling such exposed cloth- 
ing a year atterword can cause n 
reaclion in susceptible persons if 
the.garments have not boen clean- 
ed. 


; Dogs and cats may spread the 
poisonous substance 
ifrom thssc 


plants—by getting it on their fur. 
Fur pieces and fur coats are also 
possible spreaders. 


Smoke from burning plants may 
cause dermatitis when ,c comes ,.i 
contact with susceptible persons 
at a distance. Tho oiu iciea mat uie 
poison could be spread through the 
air is more logically explained by 
skin contact with smoke containing 
oily droplets of the poison. 


You Ca":Get it Any Time 
'"Ivy poisoning can be contract- 
ed at any time oi the year. It is 
a common disease of telephone line- 
men and others vyho work near the 
plants, even in winter time, for dry 
leaves, dead twigs, and roots con- 
tain the irritant. Collectors of fall 
leaves also may develop ivy poi- 
soning because Ihe leaves are n- 
mong the first lo turn a beautiful 
red and are picked by amaieiu-s 
on this account. 


Poison ivy has glossy foliage ar- 


ranged in tnc form of three leaflets 
on a stem. It likes to climb trees 
and poles. 


Poison oak resembles the 
ivy 


plant, but its leaves resemble oak 
leaves. It grows in open places, in 
tangled patches. 


Poison sumac grows in deep 


swamps, has smooth leaves, white 
berries. 


QUESTION: What can I do to 
help my 3-year-old daughter over- 
come cur sickness? 


ANSWER: Car sickness, airsick- 
ness, and sea sickness are 
best 
prevented by taking sedatives be- 
fore and during the trip.
